Report on Education. 

Southwestern University. 

From th© roport of the Curators of this institution learn with 
pleasure of its still increasing? prosperity. 

The attendance of last session w^as 412— an nicrease over the preceding 
session of 57. Of these 77 received free tuition— 32 being: students for 
the ministry, 35 Ministers’ children and 10 professors' children. 

The Helping Hall is still proving: a -great blessing. Fifty-nine young 
men have enjoyed its benefits at a cost of $7.80 per month — about half 
the usual price of board. The Cottages constitute a part of the Helping 
Hall system, the students rooming in them and taking their meals at 
the main hall- Only two cottages have as yet been completed, but we 
hope that each of the Texas Conferences will soon have a cottage. 

The scholarship of the University has improved in its grade, and the 
Faculty, in their report, say: “Never in the history of the University 
has any class made so high a record of merit in studies, as the last grad- 
uating class.” , 

The discipline is reported as good, and harmony and good order pre- 
vail in the Faculty and among the students. We regard firm, but kind, 
discipline as of the greatest importance, and recommend that the Facul- 
ty be urged to maintain a high order of discipline, as one of the surest 
means of the ultimate prosperity of the. institution. 

The religious condition, we are glad to note, is in keeping with the 
former history of the institution. A gracious revival has, as usual, char- 
acterized the past year. The students very largely attend the social and 
other meetings of tlie church, besides maintaining in the Helping Hall 
and Cottages the powder of family religion, as well as many social meet- 
ings, all calculated to cultivate Christian grace and fellowship among the 
students. We commend with special emphasis this feature of our cen- 
tral institution, and assure our people that their sons and daughters 
will find at Georgetown the religious influence and training that will go 
far to lead them in the paths of righteousness. 



The Ladies’ Annex has at last been completed and thoroughly 
equipped and is now’^ occupied. In the language of the report of the 
Curators, “ It is a complete female college, Avhere young ladies live to- 
gether as a family, enjoying home comforts and protection: pursue their 
studies in Literature, Music, Art and Elocution and meet their Literary 
Societies, and are instructed by the Faculty of the University.’*

F. T. Mitchell, agent of Waco Female College, informed the Board 
that the student appointed to receive free education from that institution, 
was no longer in attendance, and asked the Board to appoint another, 
whereupon the Board appointed Miss Jennie Nelms toj*eceive that bene- 
faction. 

Dr. Mitchell also informed the Board that the Trustees of the Waco 
Female College had adopted a plan for endowing said College for the 
sole purpose of giving gratuitous board and tuition to the daughters of 
all itinerant preachers in Texas. We commend the consideration of this 
purpose to the Conference.

We are glad to report this, our Conference school, as enjoying a steady 
prosperity.. Material improvement has been made during the past year, 
aggregating a capacity for seventy boarding pupils, and a college prop- 
erty, valued at $15,000, with only $1,200 indebtedness. 

The Music and Art Departments rank with any of those of our schools, 
and are well equipped with material and instruments for their special 
work. 

There were 112 students in attendance last year, eight of whom were 
(laughters of ministers, receiving free tuition, and one W’as the benefici- 
ary selected by the Board of Education to receive board and tuition 
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free, to-wit; Miss Emma L. Turner, and we hereby re-appoint her to 
that beneticenee. 

The Collej^e Home, under the management of Professor and Mrs. Tar- 
rant, assure to those committed to their care, a proper regard for their 
|)hysical, intellectual and moral interests. 

We . recommend that the Conference devise some means of relieving the 
Trustees, who hav e become responsible for a lien of $1200, in order to se- 
cure the prompt completion of the much-needed addition to the board- 
ing department of this College. 

We recommend the assessment of $1000 upon the Conference for edu- 
cation, to be apportioned to the sev'eral districts, on the basis of the Pre- 
siding Elders’ salaries, and that the collection be divided as follows: One 
third to Southwestern University, and two-thirds to Chappell Hill Fe- 
male College. 

We further recommend that the Trustees of the Chappell Hill E'emale 
College be allowed to employ the Presiding Elder of Chappell Hill dis- 
trict as an agent of the College, so far as this can be done, without inter- 
ference with his work as Presiding Elder.

Report on Bible Cause. 

The American Bible Society was organized by the same fathers of the 
c'biirch who organized the Home and Foreign Missionary Society. It 
was found to be a necessity in order to carry on mission work. Ifs ob- 
ject is not to make merchandise of the Word of God, but to put it 
within the reach of the destitute*. It has made grants of Bibles to Mis- 
sion Churches, Sunday-schools, hospitals, asylums, and to prisons in all 
parts of our land. It is the first and only institution in our own Ameri- 
can country to prepare the Bible for the blind, it has given special at- 
tention to the wants of the North American Indians. Its foreign work 
is wonderful. It has aided in reducing more than forty different spoken 
languages to written. forms, and in translating and printing the Scrip- 
tures in over two hundred languages, thus helping the missionaries to 
enter the nations of the earth. During the past year it expended $1() - 
•200 in supplying missionaries in foreign tields with the Bible. It has no 
endowments, but depends upon the current gifts from those who love 
the Bible. It does not lay up treasures to corrupt, or for thieves to steal, 
but spends this money as it comes to hand in filling the earth with the 
knowledge of the gloTry of God, as the waters cover the sea.

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to report that 
they deem it unnecessary to urge upon this body the great importance of 
the circulation of our religious literature. The Methodist church has 
recognized this from the beginning ; Mr. Wesley wrote, published and 
circulated books by the hundreds ; all the early Methodist preachers con- 
sidered it an essential part of their ministerial work to supply their peo- 
ple with Methodist books. Indeed, it is made the duty of every pastor 
in our church, even now, “ To see that all the people within the bounds 
of his [their] charge [charges] be duly supplied with our books and peri- 
odicals.” It is to be feared that we do not prosecute this work with the 
same vigor that characterized our fathers. For this reason our people 
are often a prey to proselyters. You may go into many a Methodist fam- 
ily and be unable to decide what denomination they belonged to, judginf? 
from their libraries. It is time that our preachers and people were 
waking up on this question. It cannot be urged that there is a lack of

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Report of Sunday-school Board. 

We are eiiffa^ed in no more important work than the Sunday-school 
work. If it be true that it is the nursery of the church how manifestly 
important it is that the food, care and training furnished, should be of 
the right kind and the right quantity ; this being true, it is most dnpoi-- 
tant that those who manage and work in the Sunday-school should be 
men and women of fitness, by education, training and consecration. Too 
often this work, involving so much, is put in the hands of those who 
have the crudest ideas of training and the faintest conception of the 
results to be achieved. 

Connected as we are to this work, should we not, in the fear of God, 
look at it carefully and ])rayerfully ? We cannot afford to retreat or even 
relax our efforts { there is but one word that will express the demands of 
tlie hour, “Forward T' And we, as pastors, must take the lead There are 
those of courageous spirit who will follow us and help us in the grandest 
work that can interest or engage any church, caring for and saving the 
young. We should see to it, then, that Sunday-schools are organized at 
every point where it is possitile to do so. We should see to it. that men 
and women who are selected for officers and teachers, are Christians— - 
that they have fitness ; that the literature should be pure and clean and 
good. There is none purer, cleaner or better than our own. By impor- 
tunate, persistent and continuous etlorts, we must enlist the old men and 
women, and the young men and young women, and, when we can get 
them consecrated and devoted to this work and to feeling that it is God’s 
work, arid that doing it they are in the line of dutv and in harmony 
with God’s plan in the conversion and salvation of their own and then- 
neighbors’ children, we confidently expect abundant fruitage for our 
gathering. 

While we have made progress and this success should nerve us for 
this conquest, yet, if we can or expect to realize all that is possible, we 
must give greater attention to the work, and manifest greater energy in 
taking hold of it, and greater zeal and consecration in its prosecution. 

From the reports of the preachers, we find that this work is just 
about at a stand-still. The number of scholars is just equal to the report 
of last year, with a slight advance in the number of officers and teachers 
and scholars. We ought to do more.

CONSTITUTION OF THF. AID BOARD. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Board shall be known as the Aid Board of the Superan*uated 
Preachers and Widows and Orphans of deceased Ministers of th« Texas 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Board is to assist the Conference Claimants as an 
auxiliary by payments of interest accruing from loans or investments. 

ARTICLE III. 

This Board shall consist of seven members, three of whom shall be lav- 
men, who shall be elected by the Annual Conference for the period of 
four years, or at the pleasure of the Annual Conference. Vacancies oc- 
curring in the Board shall be filled by the Annual Conference at the 
next Session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, to be elected by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from donations, bequests and 
special collections; and all contributions to this Board shall be paid to 
the Secretary, who shall turn over the same to the Treasurer, taking his 
receipt for the same. 

ARTICLE VI. 

This Board shall hold regular meetings at each session of the Annual 
Conference, Special meetings may be held on the call of the President. 
Four members shall constitute a quorum. 



ARTICLE VII. 

This Board shall invest all moneys coming into its treasury through a 
trustee appointed and controlled by the Board; said trustee shall give 
an approved bond, payable to the President or his successor in office, for 
double the amount of money placed in his hands for loan or investment, 
baid trustee shall, by virtue of his appointment, be ex-officio member of 
this Board, but shall not have the right to vote. 



ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer x)f this Board shall pay out all moneys only upon writ- 
ten order of the President, and shall take a receipt for the same The 
interest of the money invested shall be paid annually to the Chairman of 
the J oint Board of Finance of this Conference. '

I MEMOIR. 



I The Memorial Service was held Sunday at 8 p. in.. Bishop J. S. Key in 
the Chair. 

The Devotional Service was conducted by Rev. E. S. Smith. 

Rev. M. ^S. Hotchkiss read the Memoir, and Rev. C. C. Armstrong 
spoke at length on the life of our deceased brother, Rev. J. E. Stovall.

I REV. J. E. STOVALL. 



Hush! The stillness of the midnight hour is broken by the voice of 
weeping and mourning. A soul has made its escape from its prison- 
house of clay, and left behind it a widowed heart, sorrowing friends and 
a vacant pastorate; and as silently almost as the tread of death, they 
bore him away, and ere the city knew its sorrow and loss, his body, that 
of a devoted husband, a true and affectionate friend, a faithful pastor 
was borne to a distant city for interment. . ’ 

When it was whispered from lip to lip that Death had placed His seal 
upon the talented, consecrated John E. Stovall, his charge, his brethren, 
his Alma Maters, the great Chatauqua movement, were in mourning. 

The subject of this Memoir, John Edwin Stovall, was born in Bellevue, 
Rusk County, July 24, 1860. He was the son of a Methodist minister' 
Rev. F. M. Stovall, of the East Texas Conference, who died at Beau- 
mont a few years ago. The last feverbration of the father’s voice had 
scarcely died out ere this gifted son was ready to enter upon the same 
glorious mission of calling men to repentance. The father’s hand, palsied 
with death, had just relaxed its hold upon the sword of the Spirit, when 
^e son seized the weapon, polished and keen, and went forth to victory. 
The degree of A. B. was conferred upon him by the Southwestern Uni- 
versity, and he took also a theological course at Vanderbilt University, 
where, by diligence and application, he Avon a scholarship. How care^ 
fully he improved these opportunities was evidenced by the learning and 
depths of thought in his sermons and lectures . After the election of 
Dr. I. G. John to the Secretaryship of the Board of Missions, Bro. 
btovall was assigned to Huntsville as a supply, 1886. His next charge 
Was Austin City Mission, to which he was sent from Brenham, 
the seat of Annual Conference, in the Fall of the same yearl 
During this year his heart found its complement and he was hap- 
pily married to Mrs. Alice Parker, a deA’^oted Christian Avoman, who

moarns his loss. At the Conference in Houston in 1887. he was assigned 
to LaGrange Station, to which charge he returned in 1888, and at which 
place he closed a most successful ministry of less than three years. June 
23d, 1889. 

The brief outlines included between the two periods of the cradle and 
the grave by no means giv^e a fair conception of the work accomplished 
and the real worth of the character That Brother Stovall expected to 
live long is evident from the manner of the work done as he encountered 
the erreat problems of life, and faced its responsibilities. His was not the 
hurried, feverish discharge of duty, nor the careless, indifferent solution 
of a problem, but everything worth doing was thoroughly done. His 
greatest desire, his highest aspiration with regard to this life, was that 
he might thoroughly prepare himself for his great life work by storing; 
his mind with gems of truth to burnish as gold and give back to hu- 
manity for its good. As the sculptor, standing by the marble slab, and 
beholding the form of an angel imbedded within, proceeds with mallet 
and chisel to break the surplus marble off, that through the centuries 
has pinioned the angel to his lonely prison, so he stood, as he thought, 
before a long and useful life, and every stroke of the mallet was to re- 
move some incumbrance, some impediment, and fit himself thoroughly 
for any responsibility the church might place upon him. 

But man proposes, God disposes. While he lived, he lived well. With 
the Pauline model before his mind, he endeavored to use whatsoever 
state he was in — whether as a child, a student or a pastor -for the glory 
of God and the good of his fellowmen, and the many expressions of svnir 
pathy and appreciation from all these friends of life only indicate how 
thoroughly he did his work, how successfully he interwove his own life 
with those of his associates and elevated them to a higher plane of moral 
excellence As a student, it was esteemed a high honor to be his room- 
mate and associate. As a pastor, his flock thought themselves doubly 
honored to be inspired by his courageous words and uncompromising 
example. His itinerant ministerial life was briefer than that of his as- 
cended Lord, but. Oh! what were its accomplishments. Duty, the 
sublimest word in the language, was the star that shone brightest in the 
Heaven above him, and wherever and however his Master called, like 
Samuel, he answered, “Here am I; speak Lord, for thy servant hear- 
eth.” If the pathway of duty seemed to lead right up to insuperable 
difficulties or incur burdens to which he was not equal, immediately he 
conferred not with flesh and blood, but. if duty meant death, then let it 
come quickly, for he never paused or faltered. He fills an honorable 
martyr’s grave; and while his death-throbs were not like Latimer’s, or 
Ridley’s, or Cranmer’s. in flames of fire, but at his own loved home — the 
dearest spot on earth to him, surrounded by loving hearts and willing 
hands, ready to minister to his every want — still may his name well be 
inscribed beside these, for he died a martyr to truth and duty. Often 
has he stood in this sacred pulpit to proclaim the truth, when, from want 
of strength, he must needs pause and wait for the heart's pulsations to 
supply strength to continue his discourse. His preaching was of the 
higher order; not only was it that natural outburst of a cultivated mind 
burdened with the truth, but it was enriched by a clearly defined spir- 
itual experience It may truly be said of him, “He knew the liOrd.” 
His callous knees told more plainly than words that he lived with God 
in prayer. He laid to rest, thinking of the labors of to-morrow, and 
when he awoke it was only rest, sweet rest. From him life stole away, 
gave no warning, said not good night, but, in yon fair clime, bid him 
good morning.

HISTORICAL. 



In the Spring of 1836 the battle of San Jacinto was fought. Then a 
door was opened to Protestantisin, and the fathers in Methodism were not 
slow to see it. The Bishops, in connection with the Missionary Society, 
having their eyes on the Parish of John Wesley, viz. : The world, were 
planning to enter this field. Now. let the Methodists of Texas, who are 
opposed to Foreign Missions, pause and reflect and answer these ques- 
tions: How came the Methodist Church in Texas? Did “the cause of 
Missions” have anything to do with it? Will you oppose that which has 
done so much for us? As soon as the door was opened three men were 
ready to say: “Here am I; send me”— Dr. Martin Ruter, Littleton Fow- 
ler and Robert Alexander. Dr. Alexander, being nearest the field, ^vas 
the first to enter it. 

On the 19th of August, 1887 he crossed the Sabine River; he did not go 
far before he found a settlement, and. having the commission “As ye go, 
preach,” he was not long in securing a congregation. Just how far they 
came we know not, but one thing we are assured: They were gospel hun- 
gry; for, not being satisfied with one sermon, they insisted on his giving 
two sermons before they would leave. He held a camp-meeting in a 
neighborhood where a class had been organized in 1834. Having tne 
missionary fire in him, after spending some time here, he then made his 
way to Washington, on the Brazos River, where there was a band of 
Methodists. He here held another camp-meeting. He then spent several 
months traveling, preaching and organizing churches. 

Littleton Fowler, who was Superintendent of the Mission, came into 
the Republic via Red River. He arrived at Washington soon after x^lexan- 
der had held his camp-meeting. Think of traveling now to Washington 
from the points these men of God did with the conveyance they had. 
Being in Houston at the time Congress assembled, he was elected Chap- 
lain of the Senate. He received from the proprietors of the city a half- 
block of ground-thank the Lord he did not get simply one lot, and it 
away off on a “back alley.” The Methodist Church and parsonage now 
occupy that half-block. The man who secures a piece of land for the 
Lord is entitled to a great reward What a day’s work that was for 
Brother Fowler. 

Dr. Ruter, with Mr. David Ayres, came down the Ohio and Mississippi 
to Rodney. There they took the missionary’s public conveyance-^ 
horse, and. going west, met Alexander at the Sabine, where he was re- 
turning to report to his Conference. The Superintendent pursued his 
way westward until he reached the Colorado. As he went he preached 
and did everything else necessary to begin the work of the Church. 
He selected points to place the preachers and devised liberal things for 
every line of Church work. He saw, to occupy this field, every institu- 
tion of the Church must be looked after. The business of the preacher 
is to preach, but he has many other things to look after if he does the 
work laid on him, especially the missionary in a foreign land.
